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ORDINANCE NO. H-Of - 7$ 


An Ordinance fixing the schedule of rates and 
charges to be collected by the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, from the owners of property 
served by the sewage works of said City, and 
other matters connected therewith 


WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has heretofore constructed 
and has in operation sewage works for the purpose of collecting 
sewage and waste and conveying the same away from the premises 
where produced and disposing of the same in a sanitary manner; 
and 

WHEREAS, the City has heretofore authorized the construc¬ 
tion and financing of improvements and extensions to said works 
under the provisions of The Indiana Code of 1971, Title 19, 
Article 2, Chapter 5, and the laws amendatory thereof and sup¬ 
plemental thereto; and 

WHEREAS, the cost of such project and the amount of reve¬ 
nue bonds to pay the cost, over and above available federal and 
state grants, has been determined, and tentative contracts for 
the construction thereof have been awarded, subject to sale of 
the said revenue bonds; and 

WHEREAS, said IC 1971, 19-2-5, and the laws amendatory 
thereof and supplemental thereto, requires that the rates and 
charges to be collected for the use of and the service rendered 
by such sewage works be fixed by ordinance, finally adopted af¬ 
ter due notice and public hearing; now therefore, 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
WAYNE, INDIANA: 

Section 1. For the use of and the services rendered by 
the sewage works, rates and charges shall be collected from 








the owner of each and every lot, parcel of real estate or build¬ 
ing that is connected with the City's sanitary sewage system or 
otherwise discharges sanitary sewage, industrial waste, water 
or other liquids, either directly or indirectly, into the sani¬ 
tary sewage system of the City of Fort Wayne, which rates and 
charges are payable as hereinafter provided and shall be in an 
amount determinable as follows: 

A. The sewage rates and charges shall be based on the 
quantity of water used on or in the property or premises sub¬ 
ject to such rates and charges as the same may be measured by 
the water meter there in use, except as otherwise provided in 
this ordinance. Sewage service rates, based upon the amount 
of water used, shall be as follows:
